DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Regarding Claims 23-25, the prior art of record, alone or in combination, fails to 
teach or suggest a laser imagible apparatus comprising an adjustment mechanism 
configured to determine a voice coil gain for substantially all locations on a media based 
on a sum signal at each location and an input voice coil slew rate. 

3. Regarding Claims 26, 27, 31, and 32, applicant has amended the Claim 23 to 
incorporate the limitations of base Claim 23 and intervening Claims 24 and 25 and 
amended Claim 31 to incorporate the limitations of base Claim 28 and intervening 
Claims 29 and 30 as suggested by the examiner in the Non-Final Rejection dated May 
02, 2007. Accordingly, the prior art of a record, alone or in combination, fails to teach or 
suggest the laser imagible apparatus featuring the limitations of Claims 26 and 31 . 

4. Regarding Claims 33-36, Claims 33-34 are drawn to an optical drive 
incorporating the focus distance limitations originally introduced in allowed Claim 26. 
Claims 35-36 are drawn to an optical drive incorporating the sum signal and input voice 
coil slew rate limitations originally introduced in allowed Claim 23. Accordingly, the prior 
art of record, alone or in combination, fails to teach or suggest an optical drive featuring 
the limitations of Claims 33-34 or 35-36.
